MANCHESTER  GLASGOW  DUBLIN 
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Betterment  as  an  Aid  to  Production. 

An  Interesting   Discussion  during  a  Successful 
Conversazione    for    London    Master   Printers. 


The  first  annual  conversazione  of  the  Cen- 
tral Districts  Branch  of  the  London  Master 
Printers'  Association,  held  on  Thursday  at  the 
St.  Bride  Institute,  was  a  highly  successful 
function.  Not  only  was  there  a  wealth  of 
musical  entertainment,  with  an  interval  for 
refreshments,  but  an  interlude  in  the  shape  of 
a  debate  on  "  Betterment  as  an  Aid  to  Pro- 
duction "  rendered  the  evening  not  only  very 
enjoyable  but  useful,  particularly  as  Mr. 
George  A.  Isaacs,  .Mayor  of  Southwark,  ap- 
proached the  question  from  the  standpoint  of 
the  worker,  while  Sir  Wm.  Waterlovv  ex- 
pressed the  view  of  the  employer. 

The  programme  was  so  attractive  that  the 
entire  seating  acccommodation  was  occupied, 
and  the  highest  appreciation  was  shown  of  the 
fare  which  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Burchell,  the  hon. 
sec,  placed  before  the  members  and  visitors, 
among  whom  was  a  large  proportion  of 
ladies. 

Mr.  J.  D.  McAra.  F.C.I.S.,  the  earnest  chair- 
man of  the  Branch,  presided,  and  among  those 
present,  in  addition  to  Mr.  Isaacs  and  Sir  Wm. 
Waterlow,  were  Lady  Waterlow,  Mr.  R.  A. 
Austen-Leigh  (president  of  the  L.M.P  A  ),  Mr. 
A.  E.  Holmes  (secretary  of  the  Printing  and 
Kindred  Trades  Federation),  The  Mayor  of 
Islington,  etc. 

The  Chairman,  in  introducing  the  speakers 
during  an  interval  in  the  programme,  men- 
tioned the  recent  increases  in  wages  which 
had  taken  place.  He  extended  a  very  cordial 
welcome  to  master  printers  and  their  friends 
present.  In  view  of  the  many  difficulties 
which  had  crowded  round  them  as  master 
printers  during  recent  years  he  thought  they 
had  realised  how  much  collective  wisdom  and 
experience  was  necessary  to  conserve  their 
interests.  Those  open  meetings,  therefore, 
had    been    arranged    for   a   double   purpose: 


First  to  give  an  opportunity  for  the  friendly 
exchange  and  interchange  of  ideas  so  that  the 
need  for  an  effective  co-operative  effort  might 
become  more  and  more  apparent,  and 
secondly  to  induce  the  missionary  spirit  to  the 
end  that  every  master  printer  be  brought  into 
the  fold.  Their  labour,  as  in  other  trades, 
speaks  with  one  voice,  and  at  very  frequent 
intervals  they  have  felt  the  full  force  of  its 
gentle  cooing.     (Laughter.) 

In  their  own  defence,  therefore,  master 
printers  should  take  a  leaf  out  labour's  book 
and  combine  so  harmoniously  that  their  de- 
cisions—having the  weight  of  unanimity — 
became  mandatory.  There  is  nothing  yet  in 
the  rules  of  the  alliances  to  compel  a  member 
to  adhere  to  the  ruling  of  the  majority.  That 
was  where  labour  scored  Their  votes  led  to 
a  definite  decision  ;  master  printers'  were 
merely  the  expression  of  an  opmion.  To  his 
mind  this  was  a  fatal  weakness  in  their  posi- 
tion. Until  the  loyalty  of  all  was  assured 
their  .Association  lacked  stability  and  could 
not  move  forward  successfully  with  any 
definite  programme.  They  had  now  a  new 
organisation  ;  the  needs  of  the  moment  were 
imperative  and  he  trusted  every  member 
would  be  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  working, 
loyally  for  the  team  and  accept  as  his  privi- 
lege to  bring  in  all  who  were  outside.  When 
this  was  accomplished  their  Association 
would  stand  on  much  firmer  ground.  (Ap~ 
plause.)  "  Unity  is  strength  "  was  a  common- 
place,  but  nevertheless  it  was  true  that  unless- 
there  was  unity  of  action  as  well  as  unity  of 
purpose  all  their  efforts  would  be  futile  and  un- 
availing. 

The  Worker's  Point  of  View. 

Mr.  Isaacs,  who  of  course  is  general  secre- 
tary of   the   National   Society   of    Operative: 
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Printers  and  Assistants,  spoke  of  the  excellent 
spirit  which  existed  between  the  employers' 
organisations  and  the  trade  unions  in  the 
printing  trade,  and  showed  how  much  closer 
they  had  come  together  since  191 1.  This  was 
particularly  emphasised  during  the  negotia- 
tions in  respect  of  a  44-hour  week,  when  one 
of  the  leaders  on  his  side,  after  the  conference, 
remarked  :  "  We  have  come  awaj'  with' noth- 
ing, yet  I  feel  we  have  come  away  with  some- 
thing."  They  had  not  got  a  minute  knocked 
off  the  48  hours.  He  did  not  believe  his  own 
people  really  expected  it  at  this  juncture,  but 
they  were  forced  to  move.  He  thought  it  was 
better  to  open  the  safety  valve  than  to  sit 
upon  It.  The  44  hours  conference  was  the 
finest  conference  he  had  attended.  It  was 
conducted  in  the  best  possible  spirit.  There 
were  many  opportunities  for  breaking  heads, 
but  no  one  took  them.  They  came  away  not 
only  admiring  the  spirit  in  which  they  had 
been  met,  but  appreciating  the  arguments  put 
forward  by  the  employers.  Instead  of  saying, 
"  you  cannot  have  it."  the  trade  unionists  were 
told,  '■  Don't  you  think  you  had  better  notask 
for  it  because  of  these  reasons?  "  Mr.  Isaacs 
went  on  to  speak  of  the  Industrial  Council 
a.s  a  new  phase  of  betterment  and  as  some- 
thing which  was  exceedingly  valuable  be- 
cause it  was  getting  back  to  work  in  the  pro- 
per way. 

The  Vicious  Circle. 
Stating  the  view  of  the  individual  work- 
■man.  Mr.  Isaacs  said  they  looked  upon  better- 
ment primarily  for  themselves,  and  secondly, 
for  the  craft  in  which  they  were  engaged.  He 
thought  they  would  not  deny  the  statement 
that  working  people  had  a  real  struggle  to 
live  on  the  wages  received.  He  knew  there 
jmust  come  a  time  when  advances  must  stop. 
He  himself  urged  that  the  time  had  arrived  ; 
but  the  vicious  circle  kept  moving,  and  they 
■could  not  afford  to  stand  outside.  He  was 
hoping  they  would  find  some  way  to  stop  the 
•circle  moving,  but  people  wanted  an  easier 
■working  week,  a  higher  standard  of  living 
^nd  better  conditions  of  work  from  the  health 
-and  comfort  point  of  view.  He  hoped  there 
was  evolving  a  better  relationship  between 
employers  and  their  workpeople,  and  Mr. 
Isaacs  mentioned  the  greater  familiarity  and 
■camaraderie  which  existed  in  printingestablish- 
ments  in  America.  He  thought  it  was  better 
for  the  employers  to  know  some  of  the  difP- 
•culties  under  which  the  members  of  their  staff 
were  living,  and  it  was  worth  something  for 
these  men  to  believe  that  the  employer  under- 
stood their  point  of  view,  and  tried  to  meet 
-them.     (Hear,  hear.) 

Betterment  of  Methods. 
Mr  Isaacs  went  on  to  speak  of  the  betterment 
of  methods,  and  said  quite  frankly  that  even 
master  printers  had  much  to  learn  about  the 
management  of  their  business.  Speaking  of 
the  machine  room,  he  said  they  wanted  better 
methods.  They  wanted  machines  more  up 
to  date.  A  machine  at  the  highest  pitch  of 
efficiency  encouraged  a  man.  It  was  not  fair 
to  expect  him  to  fasten  on  forms  with  worn- 
-out  quoins.    The  waste  of  time  arising  from 


such  causes  also  had  an  important  bearing  on 
output.  Another  method  of  betterment  he 
advanced  was  to  scrap  their  old-fashioned 
ideas  of  apprenticeship,  and  give  it  up,  re- 
placing it  by  the  American  system.  On  the 
question  of  "production,  the  speaker  argued 
that  they  did  not  want  every  man  to  be  a 
sprinter ;  they  wanted  him  to  be  a  time- 
saver.  Do  not  let  them  look  at  production 
from  the  point  of  view  of  speeding  up  the 
man,  but  let  them  look  at  it  from  the  stand- 
point of  speeding  up  machinery.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

Betterment  was  the  cause,  production  the 
effect.  Give  the  employees  the  cause,  and  the 
effect  would  follow.  He  believed  if  they  could 
get  an  unconscious  effort  towards  betterment 
they  were  going  to  get  vastly  improved  pro- 
duction. The  speaker  urged  the  necessity  for 
relieving  men  of  the  growing  anxiety  regard- 
ing the  tenure  of  their  occupation.  In  this 
connection,  Mr.  Isaacs  mentioned  that  he  had 
walked  the  streets  of  London  for  six  months, 
and  he  had  been  glad  to  take  a  broom  from 
the  Borough  Council  in  order  to  sweep  the 
snow  away.  Only  those  who  had  been 
through  it  knew  the  tragedy  of  such  a  condi- 
tion. 

His  Worship  said  the  Industrial  Council 
was  honestly  and  splendidly  trying  to  deal 
with  the  question  of  unemployment,  and  the 
very  fact  that  Mr.  W'aterston's  Committee  was 
in  existence,  and  that  employers  had  signed 
such  a  scheme,  by  which  the  industry  would 
bear  the  cost  of  unemployment,  was  fine.  The 
next  step  towards  betterment  was  to  get  rid 
of  the  habit  of  seeking  for  ulterior  motives. 
Let  them  try  and  see  the  good  that  was  in  a 
man. 

increased   Output  Must  Come. 

In  summing  up,  Mr.  Isaacs  expressed  the 
belief  that  betterment  was  bound  to  be  an 
aid  to  production.  He  wanted  to  admit 
frankly  that  there  must  be  increased  produc- 
tion and  he  himself  was  working  in  that 
direction.  They  must  have  that  increased 
production  because  of  the  shortage  of  ma- 
chinery. They  had  to  compete  in  the 
world's  markets  and  therefore  must  improve 
the  output  of  printing.  Printing  would  be 
required  in  our  own  country  and  it  could 
only  be  obtained  by  getting  better  work  from 
the  plant  in  hand.  In  conclusion  he  said  he 
hoped  they  would  all  work  together  so  that 
the  workpeople  would  be  so  contented  that 
they  would  give  all  the  trade  union  secre- 
taries the  sack.  (Laughter  and  applause.) 
{To  be  concluded.) 


— The  re- 
cent ballot  of  the  Typographical  Association 
for  a  Parliamentary  candidate  to  succeed  Mr. 
G.  H.  Roberts  has  resulted  as  follows:  — Mr. 
O.  Connellan,  5,766  ;  Mr.  W.  F.  Toynbee, 4,530  ; 
Mr.  W.J.  Vernon,  2,050;  Mr.  J.  Hendle,  917. 
As  no  candidate  received  a  clear  majority  of 
votes,  the  names  of  Messrs.  Connellan  (Leeds) 
and  Toynbee  (London)  are  being  submitted 
to  the  members  for  the  final  choice. 
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Some  Important  Developments. 


An  idea  of  the  progress  which  is  being 
made  with  the  linotype  machine  was  given  at 
a  luncheon  at  the  Waldorf  Hotel,  on  Monday. 
The  function  was  arranged  by  the  directors  of 
Linotype  and  Machinery,  Ltd.,  in  order  that 
members  of  the  printing  trade  Press  might 
meet  Mr.  E.  E.  Bartlett,  of  the  Bartlett  Orr 
Press,  New  York.  Mr.  Bartlett,  who  is  at 
present  on  a  visit  to  this  country,  is  a  master 
printer  of  wide  experience,  high  ideals,  and 
practical  method.  With  this  combination  of 
talents  he  is  helping  to  render  the  linotype  ma- 
chine increasingly  useful,  and  at  Monday's 
luncheon  he  made  some  surprising  revelations 
as  to  what  extent  the  linotype  may  now  be 
used  in  book  and  jobbing  work. 

Mr.  Arthur  H.  Walker,  the  deputy  chairman 
of  Linotype  and  Machinery,  Ltd.,  was  to  have 
presided  at  the  luncheon,  but  illness  unfor- 
tunately kept  him  away.  However,  his  son 
(Mr.  Victor  Walker)  made  a  very  good  sub- 
stitute. In  introducing  Mr.  Bartlett,  he  men- 
tioned that  that  gentleman  was  a  director  of 
Linotype  Typography,  an  institution  with 
which  he  became  identified  four  years  ago 
for  the  Mergenthaler  Linotype  Co. 

Mr.  Bartlett  placed  before  the  company  a 
very  attractive  narrative,  illustrated  from  a 
large  and  voluminous  portfolio  containing 
specimens  of  Linotype  Typography.  He  out- 
lined the  efforts  made  to  broaden  the  scope  of 
the  machine  so  that  it  could  undertake  the 
higher  branches  of  printing,  and  in  this  con- 
nection Mr.  Bartlett  confined  his  remarks  to 
the  book  and  jobbing  work.  When  he  was 
first  asked  to  take  hold  of  the  work  he  said  he 
was  a  sceptic,  being  trained  on  the  one  type 
at  a  time  idea.  On  approaching  the  task  it 
seemed  to  him  that  they  must  begin  a  com- 
plete reformation  of  the  typography  which 
had  existed  in  the  linotype  of  America  ever 
since  that  remarkable  and  marvellous  ma- 
chine was  perfected. 

The  story  of  the  first  conception  of  the  lino- 
type was  then  told.  Together  with  the 
Remington  typewriter  and  the  dictaphone, 
it  arose  from  the  desire  of  half-a-dozen  re- 
porters in  the  United  States  Senate  who  re- 
quired speedier  means  of  transcribing  their 
notes.  In  this  way,  said  Mr.  Bartlett,  came 
the  three  greatest  inventions  of  modern  times. 
The  first  Mergenthaler  machine  was  not  a 
success,  but  the  great  thing  Mergenthaler  did 
invent  was  the  matrix.  Finally,  however,  they 
got  the  successful  Blower  machine.  Edison 
had  declared  to  Mr.  Bartlett  that  the  linotype 
machine  was  one  of  the  ten  great  inventions 
of  the  world. 

Mr.  Bartlett  then  traced  his  introduction  of 
a  greater  variety  of  type  faces  into  the  lino- 
type, suitable  for  high-class  book  and  job- 
bing work.  He  followed  pretty  well  the  lines 
he  took  29  years  ago  with  the  Bartlett  Orr 
Press,  when  he  selected  five  faces  of  type— 


Caslon,  Franklin  Old  Style,  a  Scotch  face, 
Elzevir,  and  the  old  English  text  of  Caslon. 
In  all  the  29  years  they  had  been  conducting 
that  extensive  business,  they  had  never  re- 
quired to  add  to  that  selection.  The  factor 
which  had  determined  them  to  adopt  these 
type  faces  for  the  linotype  was  that  the  type 
must  be  based  fundamentally  on  classical 
lines  and  it  must  be  easily  readable.  (Hear, 
hear.)  The  most  important  requisite  of  type 
was  that  it  should  be  easily  read  and  the 
most  beautiful  type  was  that  which  carried 
this  attribute.  Mr.  Bartlett  proceeded  to  pay 
a  tribute  to  William  Morris  and  the  mark  of 
beauty  which  he  introduced  into  printing. 
But  the  speaker  asserted  that  we  had  missed 
the  greatest  incentive  to  modern  print  which

was  born  in  Great  Britain  and  which  was  the 
work  of  William  Morris.  Mr.  Bartlett  added 
that  he  had  been  raised  to  the  seventh  heaven 
of  delight  when  he  secured  a  copy  of  Morris' 
Reynard  the  Fox,  which  had  a  very  great  in- 
fluence upon  him. 

Mr.  Bartlett  afterwards  reviewed  a  series  of 
pamphlets  illustrating  the  ranges  of  linotype 
type  faces,  initials,  borders  and  ornaments, 
and  directed  attention  to  a  picture  of  a  build- 
ing which  when  completed  will  turn  out  a 
million  matrices  per  day. 

Remarking  that  the  Linotype  Co.  were 
known  for  their  honourable  methods  of  busi- 
ness and  for  the  assistance  they  had  given  to 
printers  all  over  the  world,  Mr.  Bartlett  said 
they  had  not  yet  been  favourably  regarded  as 
typefounders,  but  that  condition  was  rapidly 
disappearing.  He  ventured  to  state  that  in 
another  five  years  instead  of  going  to  the  so- 
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called  typefounder,  piinteis  would  go  to  the 
linotype  for  those  things  which  would  be  the 
last  word  in  type.  In  conclusion  the  speaker 
held  that  the  linotype  had  done  more  to  spread 
the  cause  of  civilisation  throughout  the  world 
than  any  other  agent,  adding  that  whatever 
money  he  made  out  of  the  later  developments 
he  had  referred  to  would  be  devoted  to  the 
building  of  a  University  Printery  in  America 
for  the  education  of  printers.    (Applause.) 

Mr.  F.  Colebrook  voiced  the  thanks  of  the 
company  to  Mr.  Bartlett  for  his  address,  and 
took  the  opportunity  of  enlarging  upon  the 
value  of  the  linotype  machine. 

Mr.  G.  \V.  Davis,  sales  manager  of  Linotype 
and  Machineiy,  Ltd.,  for  the  United  Kingdom, 
described  how  Mr.  Philip  Dodge,  President  of 
the  Mergenthaler  Co..  induced  Mr.  Bartlett.  a 
lover  of  art.  to  take  up  the  work  of  educating 
not  only  the  producers  of  the  linotype  ma- 
chine, but  the  people  who  handled  it.  Mr. 
Davis  proceeded  to  propose  the  health  of  Mr. 
Victor  Walker,  who  he  mentioned  was  asso- 
ciated with  the  work  of  Linot\'pe  and  Ma- 
chinery, Ltd..  and  who  inherited  theexrellent 
qualities  of  his  father,  their  deputy  chairman. 
(Applause). 

Mr.  Walker,  in  his  reply,  expressed  the  hope 
that  they  would  have  Mr.  Bartlett  with  them 
again,  when  Linotype  Typography  would 
stand  higher  with  the  book  and  jobbing 
printer  than  it  does  to-day. 


Scientific  Management. 

Sir,— I  am  glad  to  note  the  sustained 
interest  in  the  question  of  scientific  manage- 
ment as  evidenced  by  the  prominence  given 
in  the  Trade  Press.  It  is  a  wide  subject  de- 
manding a  knowledge  of  psychological  and  phy- 
siological science  in  its  incidence  to  economic 
work.  Given  this,  the  successful  application 
of  its  principles  in  a  particular  industry  is  then^ 
possible  only  if  the  administration  have  sound* 
practical  knowledge  of  the  craft.  It  is,  there- 
fore, primarily  a  matter  for  the  technician,  and 
although  the  assistance  of  the  accountant  is 
very  desirable  and  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
drafting  the  charts  for  the  better  navigation 
of  the  good  ship  of  industry,  it  is  obvious  that 
the  setting  of  the  course  must  lie  with  the 
technical  captains.  Costing  has  its  place,  but 
in  itself  It  cannot  make  two  blades  of  grass 
grow  where  one  grew  before,  nor  turn  the 
wheels  of  industry. 

We  are  to  day  faced  with  the  fact  that  a 
narrowing  circle  of  buyers  is  following  upon 
the  high  cost  of  both  materials  and  labour, 
and  alternative  sources  of  supply  are  being 
utilised  by  the  consumers  of  our  product. 
Under  these  circumstances  it  seems  patent 
that  the  economies  afforded  by  a  more 
scientific  form  of  management  than  that 
normally  functioning  in  our  industry,  should 
at  this  juncture  be  well  investigated.      It  is  a 


problem  incapable  of  solution  by  any  system 
of  philosophy  or  of  accountancy,  and  it  can- 
not be  dealt  with  except  by  men  — practical 
men  — men  who  know  the  arts  of  production. 

To  those  who  fear  that  scientific  manage- 
ment is  an  iconoclastic  theory,  it  may  be  said 
that  its  purpose  is  not  to  displace  existing 
organisations,  but  to  perfect  them.  It  has 
already  been  established  on  a  considerable 
scale  in  several  factories,  though  it  may  not 
bear  the  name  or  be  willingly  admitted  for 
various  reasons;  and  by  patient  study  and 
recognition  of  its  incidence  to  the  factors 
underlying  existing  conditions  it  is  being 
gradually  extended. 

From  whatever  point  of  view  this  science  of 
management  may  be  considered,  we  cannot 
dispone  of  the  fact  that  the  law  of  the  survival 
of  the  fittest  tiolds  in  the  economic  as  in  the 
animal  world,  and  it  is  solely  because  the 
principles  of  scientific  management  are  vital 
to  our  progress  as  an  industrial  nation  that 
they  have  come  to  stay. 

The  approach  to  scientific  management  lies 
in  a  changed  mentality  which  mainly  con- 
sists of  an  appreciation  of  the  man  element, 
and,  like  everything  else  from  which  we  ex- 
pect to  secure  satisfactory  results,  this  faculty 
requires  to  be  developed.  Mental  agreement 
between  management  and  men  underlies  all 
successful  industrial  management.  Lacking 
this,  all  efficiency  plans  are  foredoomed 
to  failure.  It  is  because  scientific  manage- 
ment is  the  science  of  human  relationship  in 
industry  that  it  is  instrumental  in  securing 
high  efficiency  and  as  a  corollary  — increased 
production. 

The  benefits  to  be  secured  by  the  adoption 
of  new  methods  in  industrial  management — 
red  iced  cost  of  the  product  per  unit  of  capital 
and  labour  employed,  greater  earnings  by  the 
worker  and  the  enjoyment  of  better  condi- 
tions of  labour— may  not  be  of  immediate 
consummation,  for  the  tree  must  grow  befoie 
we  may  gather  the  fruit.  It  is,  however,  a  field 
of  study  full  of  interest,  capable  of  consider- 
able cultivation,  and,  what  is  perhaps  the 
more  important,  it  is  conducive  to  the  fertili- 
sation of  knowing  and  doing. 

Betterment  schemes,  and,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  all  social  movements  which  enhance 
the  feeling  of  security  amongst  the  workeisas 
to  their  future  development  in  their  career, 
have  a  ^stimulating  effect,  but  the  extent  to 
which  they  may  be  the  means  of  reinforcing 
the  normal  achievement  of  the  worker  will  be 
one  of  considerable  variation  according  to 
individual  temperament.  The  strongest 
factor,  and  the  one  capable  of  exciting  a 
general  interest  in  the  matter  of  increased 
production,  is  that  of  direct  material  benefit, 
and  this  should  be  added  to  any  other  social 
means  that  may  be  employed.  Whatever 
form  of  payment  by  results  it  may  be  con- 
sidered most  convenient  to  adopt— piecework, 
bonuses,  or  premiums— It  must  be  recognised 
that  the  individual  financial  situation  is  to- 
day the  favourite  topic  whenever  the  question 
of  increased  production  is  discussed.

Master  Printer. 

London,  April  26th,  1920. 
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The  monthly  meeting  of  the  West  and 
North-VVest  District  Association  was  held  at 
Westbourne  Park  Institute  on  April  26th, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  the  president,  Mr. 
F.  A.  Perry.  Great  pleasure  was  expressed  at 
the  presence  also  of  Mr.  R.  A.  Austen- Leigh, 
president,  L.M.P.A  ,  Mr.  A  E.  Goodwin,  secre- 
tary of  the  Federation,  and  Mr.  E.  R.  Alex- 
ander. Mr.  Johnson,  the  official  organiser, 
also  attended  with  a  long  list  of  new  mem- 
bers for  election. 

Routine  business  having  been  transacted, 
Mr.  Goodwin  gave  a  very  interesting  address 
oh  ■'  What  we  Get  for  our  Halfpenny,  and 
What  we  Give  for  our  Five  Shillings."  The 
first  part  of  the  address  was  a  very  clear  exposi- 
tion of  the  advantages  of  membership  of  the 
association,  whilst  the  latter  part  gave  in 
detail  the  various  average  costs  per  hour 
which  go  to  make  up  the  present  rate.  Mr. 
Goodwin  was  listened  to  with  close  attention 
by  those  present. 

Mr.  Austen-Leigh  also  spoke,  emphasising 
the  necessity  of  the  headquarters  of  the  trade 
being  placed  in  as  good  a  position  as  those  of 
other  industries,  with  sufficient  financial  re- 
serves and  a  fully  constituted  stgff  adequate 
to  handle  the  Association's  business  without 
overwork. 

After  Messrs.  Alexander.  Burt.  Hastie  and 
others  had  spoken,  and  Mr.  Goodwin  had 
answered  numerous  questions,  the  meeting 
was  brought  to  a  close  with  votes  of  thanks 
to  the  principal  speakers,  and  expressions  of 
hopes  for  their  future  attendance. 


At  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  Federa- 
tion of  Master  Process  Engravers,  the  Presi- 
dent remarked  that  "  the  arrangement  made 
with  the  London  Master  Printers'  Association 
by  which  an  additional  discount  is  allowed 
to  their  members,  has  caused  more  trouble 
and  misunderstanding  than  was  anticipated.' 
He  thought,  however,  that  the  principle  of 
the  arrangement  was  a  wise  one.  The 
Scottish  Master  Process  Engravers  have  voted 
that  the  Council  of  their  Federation  should 
■enter  into  negotiation  with  the  National 
Master  Printers'  Federation  with  a  view  to 
extending  the  arrangement  to  the  whole  of 
the  printers  in  the  United  Kingdom  who  are 
members  of  their  Federation. 


In  the  Stationers'  Company  Mr.  A.  R. 
Bonny,  Mr.  C.  C.  Burchell,  Mr.  E.  Chapman, 
Mr.  A.  Peary,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Solly  have  been 
admitted  to  the  Freedom  by  servitude  ;  and 
Mr.  Frederic  Whittingham,  Little  Trinity- 
lane,  has  been  admitted  to  the  Freedom  and 
Livery. 
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Exemplary  Fines  in  London. 

At  Tower  Bridge  (London)  Police  Court, 
last  week  six  summonses  under  the  News- 
papers, Printers,  and  Reading  Rooms  Repeal 
Act  (1869)  against  Messrs.  Williams  and 
Strahan,  Ltd  ,  printers,  etc.,  of  74,  New  Cut, 
Lambeth,  were  heard  before  Mr.  Bingley. 
The  offences  alleged  were  reprinting  8,000 
application  forms  for  membership  of  the 
"British  Sports  Club,  Lucerne,  Switzerland," 
8,000  prospectuses  for  membership  of  this 
club,  publishing  and  dispersing  and  assisting 
in  publishing  and  dispersing  these  copies 
without  having  the  name  and  place  of  busi- 
ness or  abode  of  the  printer  on  the  first  or  last 
leaf  or  at  all.  There  was  a  further  summons 
relating  to  books  of  tickets  (including  sweep- 
stake tickets)  published  without  imprint.  Sir 
Richard  Muir  supported  the  summonses.  Sir 
Archibald  Bodkin  defended. 

Sir  Richard  said  the  penalty  under  the  Act 
for  each  copy  so  printed  or  published  was  £s 
a  copy. 

Sir  Archibald  Bodkin  said  the  Act  was  as 
old  as  it  was  wide  in  its  scope,  being  the 
second  of  George  IlL  It  was  passed  originally 
to  prevent  the  circulation  of  seditious  litera- 
ture in  this  country  after  the  first  French  Re- 
public. He  contended  that  the  Act  was  not 
aimed  at  acts  of  this  kind,  but  only  at  the 
dispersal  of  seditious  literature. 

Mr.  Bingley  said  it  was  absolutely  essential 
that  these  imprints  should  not  be  omitted, 
and  he  hoped  this  would  be  a  warning  to 
other  printers.  He  imposed  a  fine  of  £"io  on 
the  first  and  £s  on  each  of  the  others,  with  10 
guineas  costs,  or  £4^  los.  in  all. 


Mail  news  from  Australia  tells  of  over  3,000 
operatives  on  strike  in  Melbourne.  The 
strike  began  on  March  ist.  There  are  six 
unions  involved  in  the  dispute,  and  the 
figures  are  as  follows  :  Typographical  Society, 
1,000;  Printing  Operatives' Union,  500  ;  Book- 
binders' Society  (women),  i.ooo.  Bookbinders" 
Society  (men),  250;  Carton  Box  Makers' 
Union,  200;  Lithographers' Union,  140.  Total 
3.090. 

Each  union  has  grievances  of  its  own,  and 
they  are  all  making  common  cause.  The 
demands  include  £5  a  week  of  44  hours,  in 
lieu  of  48  hours,  for  compositors,  letterpress 
machinists,  and  stereotypers  ;  £s  5S-  for 
readers,  £s  12s.  for  linotypers  for  day  work 
and  £6  12s.  for  night  work  ;  4jd.  a  thousand 
piece  rates  for  day  linotype  setting,  and  s^d. 
for  night  setting.

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The  matinee  concert  organised  by  the 
P.M. A.  for  the  purpose  of  retaining  in  full 
benefit  ex-soldier  and  sailor  members  and 
their  dependents  was  exceedingly  well  sup- 
ported, and  the  Kingsway  Hall  was  comfort- 
ably tilled.

Swiss  Uxemployment.— Although  February 
is  said  to  have  brought  a  decrease  of  unem- 
ployment in  Switzerland,  the  printing  indus- 
try is  amongst  those  mentioned  as  having 
considerable  numbers  of  unemployed. 

New  York  printers  are  demanding  a  law 
making  it  compulsory  for  the  printer  to  in- 
clude his  imprint  on  all  work.  The  main  idea 
is  said  to  be  the  protection  of  printers  who 
are  asked  for  estimates  on  printed  work. 

"Was  Switzerland  Pro -German?"  is 
the  title  of  a  little  book  by  Sutton  Croft, 
answering  the  question  of  its  title  empha- 
tically in  the  affirmative.  It  is  printed  and 
published  by  Messrs.  Hazell,  Watson,  and 
Viney. 

Canadian  Unemployment.  — Reports  from 
Canadian  labour  organisations  state  that  out 
of  a  membership  of  8,596  engaged  in  the  print- 
ing and  allied  trades,  108  per  cent,  were  un- 
employed at  the  end  of  December  last  as  com- 
pared with  105  in  November,  1919,  and  086  in 
December,  1918. 

The  printers  on  the  staff  of  the  Montreal 
Star  have  struck  in  defiance  of  the  orders  of 
the  International  Typographical  Union  and 
the  local  Montreal  Union,  which  have  decided 
to  withhold  support  from  them.  The  Inter- 
national Union  has  authorised  union  men 
from  other  shops  to  assist  in  getting  out  the 
paper. 

T.A.  Organiser.— The  ballot  for  the  elec- 
tion of  organiser  of  the  Typographical  Asso- 
ciation to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  A.  Bottomiey  as  assistant 
secretary  of  the  association,  has  resulted  :  Mr. 
T.  Roberts,  4,591;  Mr.  A.J.  Andrews,  2,192  ; 
Mr.  J.  Ford,  1,648;  Mr.  E.  Barrett,  i,M2;  Mr. 
A.  Guest,  1,474  ;  Mr.  C.  F.  Tumber.  1,181  ;  Mr. 
C.  B.  Parkin,  1,068;  Mr.  G.  W.  Tatham,  434. 
The  names  of  the  first  three  are  being  sub- 
mitted for  a  further  ballot  of  the  membership. 

Norwegian  Unemployment. — Of  a  total 
membership  of  2,515  in  the  printing  trade,  the 
percentage  of  members  reported  unemployed 
at  the  end  of  January  in  certain  trade  unions 
making  returns  to  the  Norwegian  Central 
Bureau  of  Statistics  was  03.  This  compares 
with  a  percentage  of  04  in  December,  and  06 
in  January  a  year  ago.  Among  bookbinders 
(Chrjstiania)  out  of  a  membership  of  892,  10 


were  unemployed  in  January,  as  comparecf  ' 
with  a  percentage  of  05  in  December,  and  10 
in  the  preceding  January. 

Many  public  men  and  journalists  attended 
the  funeral  of  Mr.  E.  P.  Hawkes,  editor  of  the 
South  Shields  Daily  Gazette. 

An  advisory  committee  has  been  elected 
for  a  proposed  school  of  photo  engraving  in 
Birmingham,  and  the  employers'  and  unioa 
interest  has  been  obtained. 

The  anniversary  dinner  of  the  Newspaper 
Press  Fund -the  fifty-seventh  of  the  series- 
is  to  be  held  in  the  Connaught  Rooms,  Lon- 
don, on  May  13th.

Current  Topics. 


The  Wages  Question. 

Representatives  of  the  London  Master 
Printers'  Association  and  of  the  London 
Unions  met  in  conference  on  Tuesday  to  con- 
sider the  application  for  an  increase  of  wages. 
An  offer  was  made,  we  understand,  to  the 
men's  representatives,  and  this  is  to  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Unions.  To  day  (Thursday) 
the  Labour  Committee  of  the  Federation  of 
.Vlaster  Printers  is  meeting  the  Typographical 
Association,  and  meetings  have  also  been  ar- 
ranged with  the  other  Unions  to  discuss  the 
provincial  agreements. 

*        ♦        ♦ 
Postage  and  Print. 

The  strength  of  the  printing  trades'  protest 
against  the  proposed  postage  increases  is 
further  evidenced  by  the  backing  given  to  it 
—as  recorded  in  another  column— by  the  Joint 
industrial  Council  of  the  Printing  and  Allied 
Trades,  a  body  which  is  representative  of 
200,000  workersand  upwards  of  5,oooemployers. 
The   Chancellor   of   the   Exchequer    has,   we 


understand,  referred  the  matter  to  the  Post- 
master-General, who  is  receiving  deputations 
of  protest.  The  proposed  increases  are  a  very 
serious  threat  to  industry— not  only  to  the 
printing  industry,  which  they  affect  in  a 
special  and  unfair  degree,  but  to  industry  as  a 
whole.  The  business  community  has  probably 
not  realised  what  a  serious  burden  this  ad- 
vance in  postal  rates  means.  All  invoices, 
statements,  circulars  and  catalogues  issued 
would  cost  at  least  50  per  cent,  more  in 
postage. 

«  »  * 
The  News-Print  Position. 
There  is  no  change  apparent  in  the  outlook 
regarding  newsprint  supplies.  In  the  mean- 
time the  minimum  price  of  "news"  for  the 
next  two  months  in  this  country  will  be  6^d. 
per  lb.  In  comparison  with  the  costs  of  pro- 
duction, however,  this  is  a  reasonable  figure, 
since  on  the  present  market  quotations  for 
raw  materials,  it  costs  6^d.  to  make  news. 
For  the  moment,  it  is  rather  the  question  of 
price  than  of  supply  which  is  causing  anxiety 
among  publishers,  though  the  question  of 
supplies  issuflficiently  serious  to  arouse  concern 
as  to  the  future.  It  is  not  difficult  to  see  where 
the  higher  costs  come  from.  Although  the 
March  returns  of  the  Board  of  Trade  show- 
that  the  total  pulp  received  in  this  country 
was  20  per  cent,  more  than  in  the  correspond- 
ing month  of  1913,  the  price  paid  is  very  much 
greater.  Thus,  whereas  in  March,  1913,  im- 
ported pulp  cost  £181,000,  the  figure  for  last 
March  is  £"1,320,847,  or  more  than  seven  times 
as  much.  With  a  burden  like  this  to  bear, 
there  is  little  wonder  that  prices  are  high. 
And,  of  course,  it  is  not  only  pulp  that  is  cost- 
ing more  ;  everything  else  is  dearer,  including 
labour. 


A  meeting  of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council 
for  the  printing  trade  was  held  on  Wednesday 
of  last  week.  Further  consideration  was  given 
to  the  unemployment  report,  which  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Waterston,  and  after  it  had 
been  modified  in  certain  'directions  it  was  de- 
cided that  the  report  be  referred  back  to  the 
committee,  that  further  information  be  ob- 
tained regarding  the  suggested  special  claim 
for  the  printing  trade  under  the  Government's 
unemployment  insurance  scheme,  and  that  the 
report  be  then  circulated  to  members  of  the 
Council 

Protest  Against  Postage  increases. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Edgar  Waterlow, 
seconded  by  Mr.  J.  D.  French,  president  of  the' 
Typographical  Association,  the  meeting 
passed  the  following  resolution  :—"  That  this 
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Council  views  with  alarm  the  proposal  out- 
lined by  the  Chancellor  for  the  increase  in 
the  postal  rates  on  printed  matter  and  post- 
cards, and  is  of  opinion  that  if  this  proposal 
is  adopted  it  will  lead  to  a  diminution  in  the 
demand  for  direct  advertising  and  post  cards, 
and  the  postal  revenue  will  therefore  suffer 
instead  of  improve  "  ;  resolving  further  "  That 
General  Purposes  Committee  be  empowered 
to  take  such  action  as  they  may  consider 
necessary  to  place  the  facts  before  the  autho- 
rities." 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Joint   Industrial 
Cx)uncil  will  be  held  in  July.

'■The  Master  Printers'  annual  and 
Typographical  Year  Book,  1920."  Edited 
by  R.  A.  Austen-Leigh  and  Gerard  T. 
Meynell.  London  :  Spottiswoode,  Ballan- 
tyne  and  Co.,  Ltd.  Demy.  8vo.  Price  los. 
net. 

The  launching  of  this  year  book  of  the 
printing  industry  is  an  event  of  marked  im- 
portance in  the  history  of  the  craft  in  these 
islands.  And  the  style  of  its  production  is 
in  keeping  with  the  occasion.  Handsomely 
covered  in  cloth,  crimson  and  gold,  and  ex- 
cellently printed  on  good  paper,  the  Year 
Book  makes  a  substantial  and  pleasing 
volume.  The  imprint  is  that  of  the  West- 
minster Press.  There  are  included  two  well- 
produced  illustrations,  full-page  portraits  of 
Messrs.  Alfred  F.  Blades  and  Reginald  J. 
Lake. 

The  contents  are  headed  by  a  25-page 
calendar  for  1920,  which  brings  together  a 
good  deal  of  interesting  and  curious  informa- 
tion in  the  way  of  births,  deaths,  inventions 
and  miscellaneous  notableevents  in  the  history 
of  printing.  After  a  short  review  of  the  past 
year,  there  comes  a  series  of  sections  forming 
a  very  comprehensive  survey  of  the  organised 
printing  industry  to  day.  This  survey  is  fit- 
tingly introduced  by  a  list  of  the  personnel  of 
the  Joint  Industrial  Council  of  the  Printing 
and  .'\llied  Trades,  together  with  the  constitu- 
tion and  rulesof  the  Council.  About  one-third 
of  the  book  is  then  devoted  to  particulars  of 
the  Federation  of  Master  Printers  and  Allied 
Trades  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland— being 
chiefly  a  list  of  the  Federation's  officers  and 
members  throughout  the  country.  This  section 
includes  a  brief  directory  of  the  Linotype 
Users'  Association  and  the  Monotype  Users' 
Association.  The  next  sixty  pages  comprise 
a  valuable  section  setting  forth  the  many 
standing  agreements  between  masters  and 
men  in  the  industry.  Then  follow  particulars 
of  Kindred  Associations  (including  the  News- 
paper Proprietors'  Association,  the  Publishers' 
Association,  the  Stationers'  Association,  and 
many  others), Trade  Unions,  Foreign  Associa- 
tions, and  Printers'  Pensions,  Benevolent 
Funds,  and  Friendly  Societies— addresses  of 
these  bodies  and  lists  of  officers  being  given. 
This  completes  the  survey  of  trade  organisa- 
tion. Six  useful  pages  on  "  Printers'  Law  " 
come  next.  These  are  followed  by  a  "Mis- 
cellaneous" section  including,  among  other 
items,  a  list  of  "  Words  Spelt  in  Various 
Ways,"  and  a  "  Selection  of  Practical  Books 
for  Printers." 

Following  the  selection  of  books  comes  a 
"  List  of  Trade  Papers  '—a  feature  of  much 
importance,  as  it  is  this  list  that  will  be  con- 
sulted by  many  an  inquirer  wishing  to  know 
what  journals  there  are  whose  news  pages 
chronicle  the  doings  of  the  trade,  or  whose 
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advertisement  pages  provide  a  means  for 
bringing  his  business  announcements  to  the 
notice  of  printers.  Here  we  have  to  point  out 
an  astonishing  omission.  The  printing  trade 
journal  which  of  all,  save  one,  of  its  fellows  in 
this  country  has  been  longest  established,  and 
which  is  published  more  frequently  than  any 
other— the  British  avd  Colonial  Printer  and 
Stationer— is  not  mentioned.  The  attention 
of  Mr.  R.  A.  Austen-Leigh  having  been  drawn 
to  this  matter,  he  has  written  us  expressing 
surprise  at  what  was  a  quite  unintentional 
slight.  He  writes:  "Please  accept  my  very 
humble  apologies,  which  are  all  the  more  sin- 
cere because  I  am  so  often  indebted  for  kind 
notices  and  references  in  your  valuable  organ." 

The  final  section  consists  of  a  short  "  'Who's 
Who  in  the  Printing  Trade  "—probably  the 
germ  of  a  much  more  extensive  list.  Adver- 
tisement pages  at  the  end  of  the  volume  are 
interspersed  with  numerous  useful  reference 
tables  reprinted  by  permission  from  Mr.  Chas. 
T.  Jacobi's  "  Printers'  Handbook  of  Trade 
Recipes." 

Though  this  annual,  in  this  its  first  issue, 
confessedly  leaves  room  for  amplification  and 
improvement,  the  editors  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  producing,  in  a  fashion  worthy  of  the 
industry,  a  reference  work  of  unquestionable 
utility  to  vast  numbers  of  people  associated 
with  the  art  of  printing. 

We  have  found  some  difficulty  in  turning 
quickly  to  the  particular  part  of  the  book  re- 
quired ;  it  would  bean  improvement  if  in  the 
next  issue  the  unnecessary  right-hand  page- 
headline  were  omitted,  and  a  sectional  head- 
line substituted.  A  general  index  at  the  end 
would  still  further  enhance  the  usefulness  of 
this  very  welcome  volume.

rir.  Augustin  Spicer. 

The  late  Mr.  Augustin  Spicer,  to  whose 
death  we  made  brief  reference  in  our  last 
issue,  was  widely  known  in  the  paper  trade 
and  was  as  widely  respected.  The  deceased 
gentleman  had  been  ailing  for  a  considerable 
period,  and  he  passed  away  peacefully,  follow- 
ing a  stroke,  in  his  75th  year. 

Mr.  Spicer  was  born  on  September  7th,  1845, 
and  was  the  son  of  Mr.  Wm.  Revell  Spicer, 
who  was  one  of  the  partners  in  the  firm  of 
Spicer  Brothers.  He  himself  entered  the  busi- 
ness m  1870,  and  when  the  company  was 
formed  in  1889,  he  was  made  managing 
director.  On  the  death  of  Mr.  Edward  Spicer 
in  October,  1912,  he  became  chairman  of  the 
company,  and  occupied  that  position  until 
his  death.  In  the  early  part  of  his  career,  Mr. 
Augustin  Spicer  was  closely  associated  with 
the  work  of  Messrs.  Spicer's  mill  at  Alton, 
hand-made  paper  being  his  chief  interest.  As 
managing  director,  and  afterwards  chairman 
of  the  company,  he  had  a  great  deal  to  do  in 
furthering  the  later  busmess  developments  of 
Spicer  Brothers.  He  laid  the  foundation- 
stone  of  Blackfriars  House  on  July  20th,  1914, 
but  has  not  lived  long  enough  to  see  this  work 
completed.  He  was  present,  however,  when 
the  last  pile  in  the  foundations  was  driven  on 
January  7th,  1916. 

A  pleasant,  genial  personality,  Mr.  Augustin 
Spicer  was  held  in  the  greatest  affection  by 
the  staff  of  Spicer  Brothers,  and  all  at  New 
Bridge-street  and  the  various  branches  of  the 
company  deeply  regret  his  death.

Printers'  Federation  Costing  System  given 
weekly  at  the  Cardiff  Technical  Collegesince 
January  9th,  has  been  successfully  completed. 
Lectures  have  been  delivered  during  the 
session  by  Messrs.  A.  Williamson,  A.  E.  Good- 
win, W.  C.  Short,  F.  Murrell,  Ivor  Thomas,  T. 
Kirkby,  M.  J.  Davies. 

The'  conductor  of  the  class,  Mr.  G.  Garrett, 
reported  that  there  was  an  attendance  of  160 
prospective  students  and  friends  at  the  open- 
ing lecture,  which  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
Williamson,  and  120  students  were  enrolled  at 
the  second  lecture.  It  was  soon  noticeable 
that  quite  a  number  of  students  enrolled  out 
of  curiosity,  but  nevertheless  the  interest  and 
the  attendance  has  been  very  well  maintained 
throughout  the  lectures,  the  smallest  attend- 
ance registered  being  55.  The  examination 
was  held  on  March  26th,  at  which  22  students 
sat.  The  marking  of  the  papers  is  not  yet 
completed,  but  a  number  of  these  show  a  very 
good  grasp  of  the  system,  and  it  is  quite  evi- 


dent that  the  work  of  the  lecturers  has  not 
been  m  vain. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed,  and  most

The  proposal  to  establish  the  works  will 
shortlv  come  before  the  County  Council,  and 
as  the  Education  Committee  appear  to  be 
averse  from  going  into  the  question  of  ex- 
pense it  mav  be  well  to  consider  the  proposal 
in  the  light  of  current  quotations  for  printing 
plant. 

Prices  have  been  mounting  at  an  unprece- 
dented rate.  In  many  cases  new  machinery 
cannot  be  bought  for  immediate  delivery  and 
it  is,  therefore,  not  surprising  that  second- 
hand plant  is  touching  record  figures.  Here

All  these  machines  had  been  in  use  since 
before  the  war  and  some  had  seen  as  much  as 
twelve  years'  service. 

A  well-known  firm  of  printing  machinery 
makers  considers  that  at  least  200  per  cent, 
must  be  added  to  pre-war  prices  for  all  new 
machinery  to-day,  and  this  estimate  is  amply 
borne  out  by  the  figures  quoted.  For  type 
metal  and  other  necessaries  the  percentage  is 
even  higher— and  it  is  still  rising. 

The  Kent  Education  Committe's  estimates 
are  up  ;r3i7,i38  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  at 
this  period,  when  unnecessary  expenditure  is 
everywhere  condemned  as  unpatriotic,  is  it 
wise  to  lay  out  needlessly  some  thousands  of 
pounds  of"  the  ratepayers'  money  in  the  blind 
hope  of  saving  a  comparatively  small  sum  ?

Concert  and  Exhibition   of  Work. 


For  some  vears  it  has  been  usual  for  the 
students  of  the  St.  Bride  Printing  School  to 
finish  up  the  evening  session  in  April  with  a 
Concert  and  Exhibition  of  Work. 

On  Friday,  April  30th,  the  large  hall  of  the 
Institute  was  packed  by  the  students  and 
their  friends  to  enjoy  a  concert  entirely  con- 
tiibuted  by  the  students.  The  programme 
was  of  a  very  varied  and  interesting  character 


and  judged  by  the  energetic  and  enthusiastic 
manner  in  which  those  present  entered  into 
the  spirit  of  the  gathering,  it  proved  highly 
successful.

The  students'  practical  competition  for 
prizes  given  by  Walter  Haddon,  Esq.,  was 
displayed  in  the  adjoining  hall,  and  the  names 
of  the  prize-winners  were  announced  during 
the  evening.  The  reports  of  the  adjudicators, 
representatives  of  the  Printers'  Managers  and 
Overseers  Association,  were  of  a  highly  com- 
plimentary character.  Over  100  students 
entered  for  the  display  composing  compe- 
tition, the  test  being  the  setting  up  of  the 
concert  programme.  In  the  machine  section 
the  test  was  any  job  the  students  cared  to 
undertake,  either  in  colour  or  black  and 
white,  but  it  had  to  be  done  in  the  School.
